Murderer W ho 
Escaped Chair 
Fl e es P r i s o n

(AP) — 
M ilford Flood, convicted murderer, 
who spent many m onths in the 
shadow of the electric chair liefore 
the state board of pardons last 
week commuted his sentence to 
life imprisonment, escaped from 
the Luzerne county jail early to ­ 
day. 
W ith him went Raymond 
Shutt. 28, who w** being held un­ 
der charges of robbery after tie­ 
ing acquitted on a m urder charge. 
The escape was carefully exe­ 
cuted and an hour or so after they 
left their cells, Flood and Shutt 
were speeding in a stolen car 
through northeastern Pennsylva­ 
nia info New York or New Jersey. 
An exam ination of the cell in 
the prison showed they obtained 
ed or made keys by which they un­ 
locked the door. 
Then they cut 
birough an iron bar to gain access 
to an outside yard where they 
cut the lock off the gate in the 
prison wall. 
Flood was convicted with two 
others of slaying an I#-year-old 
attendant of a gasoline station in 
1929. 
Ile was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to be executed eight times 
during 
the 
administrations 
of 
Governors Fisher and Pine hot. Ile 
was given respites so that the 
board of pardons might hear his 
appeal. 
Last week commutation of the 
death sentence was extended him. 
Shutt was one of tour men tried 
for the murder of a boxing po- 
inoter here last winter. 
He was 
acquitted of the murder charge but 
was held for robbery. 
After leaving the prison, the two 
men went to a garage w here Shutt 
formerly worked. They threatened 
an attendant with an iron bar and 
compelled him to get ready an au­ 
tomobile. 
The three then drove 
to Shutt’s home where Shutt got 
extra clothing and a gun. 
The garage attendant wa* drop­ 
ped from the car 25 miles from 
this city.

1814. 
On the 12th of the following 
m onth they engaged the enemy and 
at one tim e were in the most im ­ 
portant part of the command and 
suffered 
severely,

conducted

lantry for raw recruits. The captain 
was Michael H. S p a l l e r ; first lieu­ 
tenant, Jacob Barnitz; second lieu­ 
tenant. John McCurdy. 
On the 29th of November, 1815.

borne the severity of the wet and 
inclement season in their tents with 
patience and forbearance.”

W hile the United States w eather 
bureau is inclined not to accept the 
.trend as perm anent, although it 
has prevailed over the long period 
of years since 1870, still th e unex­ 
plained fact rem ains th a t recent 
years have averaged slightly w arm ­ 
er and drier. 
This em phatically does not mean 
th at old-fashioned snow-storms are
